their ſoꝛces, and ſuddenly to ſet vppon , and aſſanlt the Romanes 
in their trenches, by the ſea ſide : the which when the Romanes 
percepued, they ſalicd gut vpon them, flue a great ſozt ai them, and 
taking Cingetorix their noble Captatne pꝛiſonct, retired them⸗ 
ſelues to their campe in good laſe tie. 

When Caſsibilin heard of this, and had fozmerly taken many 
other loſſes,and formd his Coumtrey ſme waſted, and himſelie left

towers, to be repaired in moze ſeemely wiſe then befoze , af the 
common charges of the Citie. Alſo in the peare 1282. king Ed- 
ward th: firſt, hauing graunted to Robert Kilwarby Archbiſhop 
of Cante: burie, iicence fog the enlarging of the blacke Friers 
Church, to bzeake and take downe a part of the wall of the Citie, 
from Ludgate to the river of Thames: he alla graunted to Henry

Theſe knights Templars tooke their beginning about the Orgi of 
reare 118. in maner following.Certatne Noble men, hoꝛſemen, Templers, 
religioully bent, bonnd by vow theniſelues in the handes of the 
Patriarke of leruſulem, fo ſerue Chzift after the manner of Re- 
gular Canons in chaſtitie and obedience , and to renounce their 
owne pꝛoper willes foz euer: the fir{t of which oꝛder were Hugh 
Paganus,and Geffrey de S. Andromare, And whereas at the 
firſt toey had no tertame habitation, Baidwin king of Ieruſulem, 
granted vnto them a dwelling place in his pallace by the Temple, 
and the Canons of the ſame Temple, gaue them the ſtreete there- 
by to build there in thetr houſes of office, and the Patriarke , the 
king the Nobles and Pꝛelates, gane vnto them certaine renenues 
out of their Loꝛdihips.

ſame hath now taken hold of Line Hurſt, Lune Hott, coruptly 
cailed Lune houſe, ſametime diſtant a mile from Radcliffe. Hauing 
ſaid this much foz building, at Wapping, Ceaſt Santhfleld, Brg- 
ley and Shad well, all on the ſouth ſide of the high way to Radcliff: 
now ane note on the Noath ſide, alſo concerning pirates. J reade 
that in the peare 1 4.40. in the lent ſeaſon, certa de perſons with 6. 
ſhips bzought from beyond the ſeas fiſh to biduaile the city of Lon- 
don, which fith when (hey had deliuered, and were returning home- 
ward, a number of ſea therues, in a barge.in the night came vpon 
them, when they were a ſleep in their veſſels rit ing at anker on the 
riuer Thames, and lie iu them, cut their thzoates, caſt em oucr 
bond, toe their monep,and downed their ſhips foz that no man 
ſhould eſpie 02 accuſe them, Two of theſe theeues were aftcr takt, 
and hanged in chapnes vpon agollowes ſet vpon a rapled hill, fo; 
that purpoſe made, in the field beyond Taft Smithfield,ſo that they 
might be ſeen farre into the riuer Thames, The firſt building f'<* e 
at Ratcliffe in my youth, (nut to be fozgotten) was a fapze free 10 4 
ſchoole, and Almes houſes,founted by Auice Gibſon, wife to Ni. cue. 
Gibſon Grocer,as befoze I haue noted. But of late peares ſhip- 
w2lgbts and(foz the moſt part other marine men, haue biulded ma- 
ny large and ſtrong houſes foz themſclues, and ſmaller foz Sap- 
ters, from thencealmoſt to Poplar, and ſo to Blake wal. Row foz er bin 
Tower bil. the plaine there is likewiſe greatly diminiched by MDCr- without the 
chants, foz building offinall tenements,from thence towards Alds alles. 
gate, was the Mineries, whereof J have ſpoken. 

From Aldegate eaſt,againe lieth a large ffreet, repleniſhed with 
butidings.to wit on the nozth ſide, the pariſh church of S. Borrolph 
and ſo other biuldings to Hog lane ; to the barres on both ſides, 

Aiſo without the barres, both the ſides of the ſtreete, bee pe- burbe vn 
ſered with Cottages, and Allies, euen vp to White chappelchur ch: out Aldeg 
and almoſt halle a mule beyond it into the common fleld:all which 
ought to lye open x r& fo2 all men.

ofthe Townes aboute London, as Iſeldone, Horton, @hozſ- 
ditch and other s, had ſq incloſed the common ficldes with hedges, 
and ditches, that neyther the yong men of the City might ſhote, 
no the auncient perſons walke fo2 thevꝛ pleaſures in thoſe fieldes, 
but that either their bowes and arrowes were taken away oz bzo- 
ken. oz the honeſt perſons arreſted oꝛ indighted : ſlaying, that no 
Londoner ought to goe out of the City, but mihe high Wates. 
This ſaping ſo grieued the Londoners, that ſuddainlie this peare 
agreat number of the Citie, aſſembled themſelues in a mozning, 
and a Turner in a fooles coate, came crying thzough the Cittp, 
Houelles and ſpades, ſhouelles and ſpades : ſo many of the people 
followed, that it was a wonder to behold, and within a ſhoꝛt ſpace 
all the hedges about the City were caſt down, and the diches filled 
bp, and euery thing made plaine, ſuch was the diligence of theſe Hedges pulled 
wozkmen : the kinges councel lhearing of this aſſembly came to 4e 2nd A 
the grap Fryers,x ſent foz the Bayoz and councell ofthe city to, 
kno'v the cauſe, which declared to them the iniurie and annoying 
done to the citizens, and to their liberties, which though they wold 
not ſecke diſoꝛderly to redzeſſe, vet the comminalty t yong perſons 
could not be Taped thus to remedy the ſame, whe the kings coun- 
cell had heard their anſwere, they diſſimuled the mater 5 comman- 
ded the Papoz to ſee that no other thing were attempted, but that 
that they ſhould ſoꝛth with call home the ponger ſozt : who hauing 
ſp#dilp atchieued their deſire, returned home befoze the Kings 
Councell, and the Papoꝛ departed without mae harme, af- 
ter which time (ſayeth Hall) theſe fieldes were neuer hedged, 
but now wee ſe the thing in woꝛſe caſe then euer, by meanes 
of incloſure ſoꝛ Gardens, whercin are builded many fapze ſum · Banqueting 
mer houſes, and as in other places of the Suburbes, ſome alu like 
them like Pidſommer Pageantes, with Towers, Turrets, 5>=queroutes 
and.Chimney tops, not ſo much fo2 vie oz pꝛoſite, as ten Wewer * 
and pleafure, bewzaping the vanity of mens mundes, much ie w.

But to come backe againe to Pozegate , and from thence 
weſt through a narrow lane called the Poſterne, becauſe it bath 
at epther end a dooze to be ſhut in the night ſeaſon , betwixt the 
Moꝛe ditch incloſed with bzicke loꝛ Tenter pardes, and the Gar- 
dans of the ſayd Moe fielde , to Poze lane: a part of the Sub⸗ 
urbe without Crepleſgate,without this Poſterne called Crippleſ- 
gate, alſo lap a partof the ſapde Moze cnen to the Riuer of the 
Mels as in another place J haue ſhewed,andno houſes were there 
builded till the latter end of the raigne of Wil iam the Conqueroz, 
and of his ſonne William Rufus, about which times ſome fewe 
houſes being their builded along Eaſt and Meſt, thwart befoze 
the ſaid gate. One Altune builded foz the inhabitants a Pariſh 
Church, which is of Saint Giles, ſomewhat weſt from the ſayde 
gate, and is now on the banke of the towne ditch, and ſo was there 
a ſtreet ſince called Fozeſtreet,as ſtanding befo2e the gate. 

This Alfunc in the raigne of Henrie the firſt, became the firſt 
of S, Bartlemewes Yoſpitall in Smithfield , as in an 
ether place I haue noted. An this Pariſh Church of W. Giles 
being at the firſt a mall thing, ſtood in place where now ſtandeth 
the Uicarage houſe : but hathb eene ſince at diuerſe times much 
enlarged,accozding as the Partifh hath increaſed , and was at the 
length newly butided in place where now it ſtandet But the 
ſame new church being large, ſtrongly buflded, and richly ſurni⸗ 
ſhed wirh oznaments, was in the peare 1 5 45, by caſnaltie of fire 
ſoze burnt and conſiuned, notwithſtanding it was agatne within a 
ſhozt ſpace of time repap2ed,as now it ſheweth.

Narbone, The Cittizens tvere clothedin long garments, em- 
bzopdered about with gold, and line of their hoz- 
ſes finclie trapped, to the number of thzee hundzed ftir, enerie 
man bearing a golden oz ſiluer cuppe in his hande, the kinges 
— beloze them ſounding, e c. as pee, may reade in mp 


1300 — 29. of Edward the firt;the — 
Margaret ſiſter to Philip Le Be king of France, they were 
married at Canterbury. The Nueene was conuaped to Ton- 
don, againſt whome the Cittizens to the number of fire handzed 
rode in one Liuerie of red and white, with the cogniſances of their

miles out of London, and ſo connepedher to Weſtminffer 

1415 The 3.of H-ncy the füt. the ſaid king arrining at Doner 
the mayo; of London with the Albermenand craftes men riding 
in red with hoods red and white,met with the king onthe Blacke 
Þith, comming from Eltham with his pziſoners out of France. 
1432 The 10. al Henry thefixt, hee being crowned in France, 
returning into England, came to Eltham towardes London,and

men in Gownes of ſcarlet, with ſanguine hoodes , and all the

1435 Thefirſt of Henrie the ſeuenth, The Mayoꝛz, Aldermen, 
Shir ifles and Comminalty, allcloathed in Uiolet(as in a mour - 
ning colour)mette the king at Shoꝛditch, and conuaped him to 
Powles Church, where hee offered his Banners. 

Thus much foz liueries of Cittizens in auncient ttmes, both in

IJ reade that Iho nas Earle of Lancaſter in the 
raigne of E. the ſecond gaue at Chiſtmas in Liuexies, to ſuch as 
ſerued him. 15 9. bzoade cloathes, allowing to cuery garment 
furres to furre their hoodes: moze nearer our time, there pet 

the counterleites and pictures of Aldermen, and o⸗ 
ther that lived in the raignes of Henric the firte and Edwarde 
the fourth, namely Alderman Darby dwelledin Fenchurch ſtreet 
ouer againſt the parriſh church of . D1ones ſeſt his picture, as of 
an Alderman in agowne ofſkarle* on his backe, a hoode an his 
head, gt. as is in that houſe (and elſe where)to bee ſcene : foz a fur- 
ther monument of thoſe late times, men may beholve the glaſſe 
Windows of the Payo2s court in the Guild hall aboue the ſtayꝛs, 
the mapoz i there pictured, ſitting in babite, party coloured, 
anda hoode on his head, his © wo2detearer befoze him with 
an hatte o2 Cappe of maintenance : the Common Clearke, and 
other oft:cers bare headed, their hooves on their ſhoulders: and 
therefoze J take it, toat the vie of ſquare bonets woꝛne by Noble 
men, Gentlemen, Cittizens and others, tooke beginning in this

then the French Bonet) that in ſhoꝛt time ſome pong Aldermea, 
tooke the wearing of them, Sir Iohn White ware it in bis 
Palozalty, and was the fir(t that left example to his Followers, 
but now the ſpanich leit, oꝛ the like is moſt common- 
ly of all men both ſpirituall and tempuzall taken to vie, ſo that 
the French Xonet oz ſquare cappe,and alſo the romd a; flat cap, 
haue fo; the moſt parte ꝑ iuen place to the ſpaniſh leite, but pet im 
London amongſt the grauer ſazt,(J meane the Lhicries of Com- 
pantes)remapneth a memozp of the hoodes of ode time worne by 
their pzedeceſſo2s : Theſe hoodes were wone, the Wountelets v 
pon their heades, theſkirtes to hang behind in their neckes to ker

In the Saxon (oz old Engliſh) ſometimes Tun, which wee 
now call towne, derined of the wazd Tynan, to incloſe 02 tyne, as 
ſome pet ſpeake. But ſoꝛ as much as that t was pꝛoper to 
euery village, and incl oſed dwelling, therefoze our aumceſters cal 
led their walled to wnes, buph 9 bin and wer now Bury 


and Boro, ol the Greeke wozd 7-4@-,(as I thinke) which ig- 
nifieth a Tower oz a 4d 
Che walles of theſe fownes had their name of vallum, becauſe 
of that earth which was caſt out of the 
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tawnes, o the end that men mu 

a cintll life amongſt themſelues, and bee ſauedharmcles againe 
thepz enemies : whereupon Plato faith, Ciutates ab initio v- 
tilitatis caula conſlitutæ ſunt. Atiſlotle, i. Politicotum, ꝛ ſaith 
Ciuitas a natuta protectaelt; homo enim animal aptum ell 
ad cœtus, et proinde ciuitatis otigo ad vuendum, inſtitutio 
ad bene yuendum re{ertur, And Cicero, lib. primo de iu- 
uentione, in the beginning ſaith, Fuit quoddam tempus cum 
in agris homines pallum beſtiarum wore vagaban: ur, &c,quo 
quidem — — Cu, ce viz, vir et ſap ẽ.)diſperios 
homines in agris. & tectis ſilueſtiibus abditos, ratione qua- 
dam compulit in ynum locum, tque eos in vnamquamq; rem 
induxit vtilem & honeſtam. Vrbibus vero conllitutn fi- 
dem colere, & iuſtitiam retinere diſcebant, et aliis paiete ſua 
voluntate conſueſcebaut, &c. The ſame man diſcourſeth nota- 
bite to the ſame effect, in dis ©2ation pro Seltio, a little after the 
middeſt thereof, ſhelving that in the life of men diſperſed, vis,bea- 
reth all the way: but in the ciull life and ſocictte, ars is better 
maintained, ec. This thing wellſaw king Willian. the Conque- 
cos, oha in bis lawes, fol. 2 5 .ſaith Burgi et Cruirates fundata, 
& ediſicata ſunt, ad tuitiouem gentiũ & populorum Regui, & 
idcirco obſeruati debent cum on:ni libertate, integtitate & 
ratione. And his pzedeceſſo2s, king Ethelſtane, and king Canu⸗ 
tus in their lawes,tol,6 2, and 106, had commanded thus: Op- 
pida inſtaurantur, &e, 

Stein tberetoze that as Cicero, 2. ofttcior. ſaith, proxime 
et ſecundum Deos, homines hominibus maxime vtiles eſſe 
poſſunt. And that men are congregated into Citties and common 
wealt hes, ſoz honeffie and vtilities ſake, theſs ſhoꝛtiy bee the tom 
modit ies that do come by citties,commmalties, and coꝛpoꝛations. 
Fuſt, men by this nearenes of conucrſation,are withdzawm from 
barbarous feritie and fozce,to a certaine mildnes of manners and 
to humanity and iuſtice: whereby thep are tontented to gine and 
take right, to andfrom their equals and infertozs, and to heare 
and ober their deades and ſuperiozs, —CCRW 
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is moꝛe fitly deltuerev, and the diſcipline thereof moze 
bee executed, in peopled townes then abzoad, by reaſon 
factlitte ofcomman and often aſſembling. And „ ach 
inhavitantes be better managed in oꝛder, and better infructed NH 
wiſedome: whereof it came to paſſe that at the fir, they that ex- 
celled others this wap, were called aſtat i of the Greeke wozde 
«cv, which ſignificth a Cittp, although the tearme bee now de⸗ 
clined to the wozſt part, and doe betoken enil,enen as T yrannus, 
Sophiſta, andſome ſuch other oꝛiginally good wo2des are fallen: 
And hcreof alſo good behautour is pet called Vrbanitas, becauſe 
{t is rather found in Citties,then elſe where. Jn ſumme, by often 
heat ing men be better perſwaded in religion, and foz that they line 
in the eye of others. they bee by example the moze eaſily trayned 
to inſtice, and by ſhametaſtneſſe reſtrapned from iu uxie. 

Und whereas cemmon wealthes and kingdomes cannot haue 
next after God, any ſurer foundation, then the loue and good will 
of one man towardes another, that alſo is cloſely bꝛed and main 
tapnedin Citties, where men by mutual ſocietie and companying 
together, doe grow toatiliances, comminalties and co2pozations, 

Che liberall ſciences and learninges ol all ſoztes, which bee lu⸗ 
mina reipublicx,doe flouriſh onely in peopled towns, without the 
which a realme is in no better caſe then a man that lacketh both 


his eprs, 
Mam al artes 02 Handy craſts, as they haue fo2 the moſt part 
berne inuented in townes and citties, ſo they cannot any where 


elſe be epther maintained 02 amended. The like is to bee ſapde of 
Dacchandize, vnder which name J compꝛehend all manner of 
buying, ſelling, bartering, exchaunging, communicating of 
thinges that men nerd toandfro, Wealth and riches, which 
are truelyc illed ſubſidia bell et ornamenta pacis, axe increa- 
ſed chiefly in Zownes and Citties both to the pzince and people. 
The neceſſity of the pooꝛe and næ dy is in ſuch places bothſoo- 
ner to be iſpied. and hath meanes to be moze charitablyreliencd, 
Che places theinſelues bee ſurer refuges in all extremities of 
loꝛraine innaſion, and the inhabit antes be a ready hand x ſtrength 
of men with munition to oppꝛeſſe inteſtine ſedition. 
Pozcoucr, foz as much „ oa o_ 
n 3 
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time conſiffeth chiefly in ſhot, all other ſouldters being either hoꝛſe 
men a footemen armed on lande, o Pariners at the ſea. It ſee⸗ 
meth to me that Citizens and Towneſmen be as fit to be imploied 
in any of theſe ſeruices that on hozſebacke onely cxcepted, as the 
inhabitants that be drawne ont of the countrey. 

Furthermoze,cuen as theſe ſocieties and aſſemblies cf men in 
Cities and great Townes,are a continuall bzidle againſt tyran - 
ny, which was the cauſe that Ta:quin, Nero, Dion: ſius, and ſuch 
others haue alwapes ſought to weaken them So, being wel tem- 
pered, they are a frong fozte and bulwarke not onely in the Ariito 
critic, but alſo in the lawſull kingdome 02 tuſt royalty. 

At once the pzopagation of Religion, the exetution of good po⸗ 
licie, the exerciſe of Charity, and the defence of the countrey, is 
beſt perfozmedby townes and Cities:and this ciutll life appzocheth 
neareſt to the ſhape ol that miſticall body whereof Chzilt is the 
head, and men be the members: both at the firſt, that 
man of God Moy ſes, in the common wealth of the Jſraelites,and 
the Gouernoursof all Countries in all ages ſithence haue continu- 
ally mamtayned the ſame. And to chaunge it were nothing elle 
but to Metamorphoſe the wozld,andto make wilde beaſtes of 
reaſonable men. To ſtand longer vpon this it were, in re non 
dubi a, vti oratione non neceſſar ia: and therefoze will come to 
London,

tion: the fozmer efttmation that it hath 
dad. the ſeruice that it hath done: the pꝛe⸗ 
ſent eſtate and of it, and 
uch benefites as do grow to the realme 
by the maintenance thereof. This

This Reatme hath onely tice paincipal Rates; ume 
ropall Cittie may well be (cituated* Trent in the nozth;\Sencrne * 
inthe ſouthweſt, and Thames in the ſoutheaſt : of the which 
Thames both fo2 the ſtreight courſe in length reacheth furtheſt in 
to the bellie of the land, and foz the bzeadth and ſtilnefſe of che wa - 
ter is moſt nauigable vp anddowne the ſtreame by reaſon lobe rot 
London ſtanding almoſt in the middle of that courſe is moe cim. 
modiouſly ſerued with pꝛouiſton of neteſſaries, then any towne 
ſtanding vpan the other two Riners can be and doth alſo moze ca- 
ſily communicate to the reſt of the Realme the commodities ofher 
gwne entercourſe and trafficke. 

This Riuer opencth indifferentlpy vpon France and Flamwders, 
our mightieſt neighbours, to whoſe doings wee ought to baue a 
bent epe, and ſpecialre 7ard:and this Citie fandeth thereon in (ach 
tonuenient diſtance from the ſea as it is not onelv neare enough 
fo2 intelligence of the affap:es of thoſe ÞÞzinccs,andfoz the reſiſtace 
ol their attempts: but alſo ſuffic.entlp remonedfrom the ftare of 
any ſodaine daungers that map be offered by them: whereas foz 
the Pꝛince of this Realme to dwell vpon Trent, were to turne his 
backe, oz blind ſide ts bis moſt danngerous bozdercrs: and fa; him 
to reſt and dwell vpon Scuerne, were to be ſhut vyin a cemnber- 
ſome co2ner: which apencth but vpon Artland onely, a place of 
much leſſe impoztance. 

Neither tould London be pitched ſo commodioufip vpon any - 
ther part ofthe ſame riger of Thames, as where it now t eth. 
Fa if ii were remoued moze to the welt, it ſhould loſe the benefit 
of the ebhung and flo wing: and if it were ſeated moze to wartes ths 
Eaſt, it ſhould be nearer to daunger of the cnemie,andſucther both 
from the good apꝛe, and ſrom doing good to the inner parts of the 
Kealme:neithermay I omit that none other place is ſo plentCully 
watered with ſpꝛings, as London is. 

And whereas, amongſt other things, Cone and Cattell, 
Hay and Fuell be of great neceſſitie: of the "which Catteil map 
be dzincn fronie a farre, and cone map eaſily be tranſpoztet,/ 

But Hay and Fuell, being of greater bude and burthen, mut 
be had at hande: onely London, by the benefit of this (cituation and 
Aluer, — In which _ 
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an Alderman of London reaſonably (as me thought) affirmed, 
that although Londonreceiued great nopriſhment by the reſidence 
of the Pzince, the repaire ofthe Parliament, and Courtes of Ju- 
ſice, vet it ſtoode pꝛincipally by the aduantage of the ſcituation vp- 
on the Riuer:foz when as ona time it was told him by a Courticr, 
that Nuecne Ma: y.in her diſpleaſure againſt London had appoin⸗ 
ted to remone with the Parliament and Terme to Orfo:d this 
playne man demaunded, whether the meant alſo to diuert the Ri- 
ner of Thames from London, 02 no? and when the Gentleman 
had anſwered no, then quoth the Alderman, by Gods grace wee 
ſhall do well enough at London, whatſocuer become of the Terme 
and Parliament, I my ſelſe being then a young ſcholler at ©rfv2d, 
did ſee great pꝛeparation made towards that Tearme and Jarlias 
ment, and do well remember that the common opinion and vopce 
was, that they were not holden there, becauſe pꝛouiſion of Hap 
could not be made in all the Countrey to ſerue ſoꝛ ten whole dayes 
together,and pet is that quarter plentifully fozed with Hay fo2 the 
pꝛopoꝛtion of the ſhire it ſelle. . 

Foꝛ pꝛoole of the ancient eſtimation of London, J will not vſe 
the Authozitie of the Bzittiſh Hiſtozie, no2 of ſuch as follow it, (al- 
though ſome hold it cret ible enough that London was firſt T r11n0- 
bantum ciuitas, q Troia noua,that famous Citie in our Hiſto- 
ries,and then Ludſtoune, and bp coruption London, as they re- 
pozt) betauſc they bee not of ſufficient fozce todzawe the gapneſay- 
ers. Neither will J and much vpon that bonourable teſtimony 
which Gerual.Tilberienſ.giueth to London in his booke de oti- 
3s — thus, concerning the blefſing of God to-

But J will rather vie the credite of one o two auncient foz- 
raine wztters,and then deſcend to latter hiſtoꝛies. Cornel. Tacitus 
lib. 4. Annal ſayth, Londinum copia negociatorum, et comes 

atu 
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atu maxime celebris,and Herodian in the life of Seuerus the 
Emperour ſayth, Londinum vrbs magna et © ta, Beda lib. 
Eccleſiaſtic. o. Cha. a. ſheweth that Pope Gregory appointed 
two Archbiſhops Seas in England the one at L ondon, the other 
at Pozke, king Ethelſtane in his lawes appointing how many 
int maiſters ſhould be in each Citie, allotteth eight to London, 
and nat ſo many to any other Citie The Penner of thoſe lawes 
that are ſaid to be made by Edward the Confefſoz, and confirmed 
by Williauthe Congqueroz ſaith, London elt caput Regi, et Les 
gum, king Henry the firſt, in the third Chapter of his lawes 
commaundeth that no Citizen of London ſhould be amerced aboue 
100.8. loꝛ any pecuniarte paine, The great Charter of England 
that Heicna,fo: which there was ſo long and ſo great warre, and 
contention, in the ninth. chapter ſaith, ciuitas London habeat 
omnes ſuas Liberates atiquas &c. About the time of king J. 
London was reputed reg firmata Columna, as Alexander 
Necham waiteth,and in the beginning of the raigne of Richard 
the ſecond it wascalled Camera regis,as Thomas Walſingham 
repoꝛteth. I paſſe ouer the recitall of the Saxon Charter of king 
William the Couqueroz the latine Charters of Henry the firſt, x 
ſecond of Ric hard the firſt,of lohn, and of Edward the firſt, all 
which gaue vnto the Citizens of London great P2iutledges, and 
ofEdward the third, who reciting al the grants of his pzedeceſſozs, 
not onely confirmed but alſo increaſed the ſame, and of the latter 
kings who haue like wiſe added many thing thereunto. Dnely 1 
wiſh to be noted by them, that during all this time all thoſe wiſe x 
politique P2inces haue thought it fit,not onely to maintaineLon- 
don in ſuch plight as they found it but alſo to ado2ne, increaſe and 
amplifie tt with ſingular tokens ol their liberall fauour and good 
liking, And whether there be not now the (ame 02 greater cauſes 
to dzaw the like oz better eſtimation,and cheriſhing, let any man 
be iudge, that will take the paines to compare the pꝛeſent eſtate of 
F fazmer condition of. 
ame 


It were to much to recite particularly the Martiall ſernices that 

ages — agar phe oy 
committed to wi 024 
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Aimolt 60. . a huge armie of the 
Danes (whereof king Sweyne was the leader, ) beſieged king 
Ethel dred in London (then the which as the ſtoꝛie ſayeth then 
he had none other refuge )bat they tvere manſully repulſed, and a 
great number of them llame. 

After the death of this Sweyne, his ſonne Canurus (afterwart > 
king of England) beſieged London. both by land and water : but 
after much labour, finding it impzegnable he departed : and in the 
ſame peare repayꝛing his fozces,he girded it with a new ſiege, in 
the which the Citizens ſo defended themſelues, and offended him, 
that in the end he went awap with ſhame. 

In the diſſention that aroſe bet weene king Edward the Con 
feſſo2 + hisfather in law Earle Goodwin (which was the migh⸗ 
tieſt ſubiect within this land that ener J haue read ol) The Carle 
with a great armie came to London, and was foz all that bythe 
countenance of the Citizens reſiſted , till ſuch time as the Nobi- 
litie made reconciliation betweaQne them. About 70,yeares after 
the Conqueft, Maude the Empꝛeſſe made warre vpon king Ste- 
phen fo; the right of the Crowne, and had taken his perſon pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, but by the ſtrength and aſſiſtance of the Londoners and 
Rentiſhmen, Maude was put to flight at Wincheſter , and her 
bzother Robert then Earle of Gloceſter, was taken inerchange, 
lo whome King Stephen was deltuered, J diſpute not whoſe 
right was better, but I auouch the ſeruice, ſeeing Stephen was 
in poſſeſſion. 

The Hyſtozie of VVilliam VValworth the Pais: of Lon- 
don, is well knowne,by whoſe manhoode and policie, the perſon 
ol king Richa:de the ſecond was reſcued, the Cit:e ſaued, Wat 
Tilar killed, and all his ſtragiers diſcomfited , in rewards of 
— the Papsz and otyer Aldermen were knigh⸗ 


yr i Cade alſo haning diſcomfited the kinges Armie , that 
was ſent agaynſt him, came to London, and was there manſulip 
and with long fight reſiſted, vntill that by the good policie of the 

Citizens, bis company was diſperſed. 
Finallp,in the tenth peare of the raigne of king Edwarde the 
forrth, andnot many dapes befoze the death of m—— 
mas 
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Thomas Neuell,commonty called the baſtard of Fanconbridge, 
armed a great companie agaynſt the king, and being denied paſ⸗ 
ſage though London, he aſſaulted it on diuerſe parts: but he was 
repulſed bp the Citizens , and chaſed as farre as Stratos with 
the loſſe efa great many. 

L.us much of certaine their pꝛintipall, and perſo nall ſernices, 
in war onelp,fo2 it were infinite to repeate the particular aides of 
men and money which London hath miniſtred : and J had rather 
to leaue it to be comecured at,by compariſon to be made between 
it, and other Cities, whereof J will giue you this one note foz an 
example. In the 12. peare ofthe raigne of king Edward the 2, it 
was oꝛdered by Parliament, that euery City of the realme ſhould 
make out ſouldiers agapnſt the Scots: at which time London 
was appoynted to ſend 2 00.men,andCanterburie,being then one 
of our beſt Cities, 40 · and no moze. Andthispzopoztion of fine to 
ona is now in our age increaſed, at the leaſt flue to one, both in 
ſouldiers and ſubſidie. As fo2 the other ſeruices that London hath 
done in tymes of peace, they are ts be meaſured by conſideration 
of the commodities whereof J will ſpeake anon. In the meaneſea- 
len let the eſtate and gouernment of this City be conſidered to the 
r Prong rE"oOg 

e. 

Cxſar in his Commentaries is witnes, that in his time the 
Cities of Bꝛitaine had large territoꝛies annexed vato them, and 
were ſeuerall eſtates of themſelues gouerned by particular kings 
02 Potentates , as in Italie and Germany, pet be and that 
Mandubratius was king of the Trinobants, whoſe chicfe citie 
London is taken to haue beene. And J findnot that this gouern- 
ment was altered either by Czſar,oz his ſucceſo2s, not withſtan ; 
ding that the Countrie became tributarie vnto them: but that it 
continued vntill at length the Butons themſelucs reduced all 
— — tht laſted not ary log 
ſeaſon : foz vpon Vortiger their king came the Darons our Aun- 
ceſto2s,and they dzane the Bzitons into Wales, Coznwall, and 
Bzitaiae in France, and in pꝛoceſſe of Marre dinided the Cout- 
try amongſt themſelues into an Eptarchie, 02 ſeauen kingdames, - 
of the which one was called the Kingdome of the Eaſt @axans,

which hauing in maner the {ame that the Biſhopztke of 


London now tmoyeth, , Pidvleſcx anda part of 
and ſo included Again it appeateth that in 


courſe of time and about 1 800, peares after Chziſt, Egbert then 
N. ul the weſf Sarons)Ve pilces ſ pe minutss magnus con elt, 
onercame the reſt of the kings, and once moze erected a Monar- 
chie, the which till toe comming in of the Nozmans , and from 
thence cuen hitherto bath continued, 

Now J doubt not ( whatſoeuer London was in the time of Cz- 
ſar)but that vnder the Eptarchie and Monarchy it hath beene a 
ſubicc, and no free City, though happily endowed with ſome large 
p:tufledges, fo; king Wiil1a the Conqueroz found a Poztzeene 
there, whoſe name was Godtrey(by which name he greeteth him 
in his Baron Chre) and his office wasnone other then the charge 
of a Bapliffe, oꝛ Reeue, as by the ſelfe ſaine name continuing 
in Graueſend,and certain other places map well appeare. But 
Frenchmen vſing their own language, called him ſomtime a Pꝛo⸗ 
uoſt, andſometime a Bapliffe, whatſocuer his name and office 
were he was perpetuus Magi'fratus, giuen by the Once. and 
not choſen by the Citizens, as it ſeemeth, foz what tune king R. - 
chard the firſt needed money towardes his expedition in the Holy 
land, they firſt purchaſed ol him the Libertie to chooſe pearty from 
amongſt themſclues two Bapliffcs : and king lohn his ſucceſſo2, 
at their like ſute changed their Bayl.ffes into a Þato2 , and two 
ſhiriffes. To theſe Henrie the third added Aldermen, at the irt 
elegible pearelp, but afterward by king Edward the third made 
perpetuall Magiſtrates, and Juſtices of the peace within their 
wards,in which plight of gouernment it pꝛeſently ſtandeth This 
ſhoꝛtly as J could, is the Þiſts21cal and ont ward eſtate of London: 
now come I to the inwaro pith and ſubſtance. 

The eLate ebthis Cities to beexamined by the quantitee, and 

by the qualitie. 

The quantitie therefoze conſiſteth in the mumber of the Ci⸗ 
tizens which is very great, and ſarre erceedeth p2opoztion of 
Hippodamus, which appopnted 10000,Aamd of others which haue 
ſet downe other numbers , as meete ſtintes in theyʒ opinions to 


bee well gouerned, but pet ſecing both reaſon and experience haue

freed bs from the la w of any definite number, lo that other things 
be obſerued, let that bee admitted : neither is London , I feare 
me, ſo great as ; fo; well ene, Nonidemeſt 
magna Ciuitas & frequens, magna eſt enim qua multos ha- 
bet qui arina ferre poſſunt, whatſoeuer thenmumber bee, it bzee- 
deth nofeare of ſedition : ſoꝛ as much as the ſame conũſteth not tn 
the extreames , but in a verie mediocritte of wealth and riches, 
as it ſhall better appeare anone. And i the cauſes of Enguſh re- 
bcllions be ſearched out, they (hall bee found in effec to bee theſe 
twaine, A:mbi:1on and Couetouſnes, ef which the firſt raigneth 
in the mindes ol high and noble perſonages, 02 ofſuch others, as 
lecke to be gracious and popular, and haue robbed the hearts of 
the multitude , whereas in London if any where in the wozlde, 
honos verc onus eſt, andeuery man rather ſhunneth then ſecketh 
the Paiozaltie which is the beſt marke amongſt them, nepther 
bath there been any ſtrong faction , noz any man moe papvlar 
then the reſt, fozaſmnch as the gouernment is bp a Þatern?, as it 
were, and the ſame, how oftenſoener thep change their 
Bagiſtrate. Coverouſnelle that other ©y2e of ſedition, pol. 
ſeſfeth the miſcrable and needy ſoꝛt, and ſuch as be naughty packes, 
vnthzifts, which although it cannot be choſen, but p in a frequent 
City as London is, there ſhall be found manp, pet beare they not 
any great ſway, ſeeing the multitude and molt part there is of a 
competent wealth, and earneſtly bent to honeſt labour, J confeſſe 
that London is a mighty arme and inſtrument t bꝛing any great 
defire to effect, if it may be won to a mans deuoffon: wherof alſo 
there want not erampies in the Engliſh Hiſtoꝛie. But fozaſmuch 
as the ſame is by the like reaſon ſeruiceable and meete to impeach 
any dilloyall attempt, let it rather be well gonerned then euil liked 
therefoze,fo2 it hall appeare anon that as London hath adhered to 
fome rebeldons,ſo hath ii reſiſted many, and was neuer the authoz 
of any one. The qualitt of this Citty confiſteth epther epther in 
the law and gouerment thereof: oꝛ in the degrees and condition of 
the Citizens,oz in their ſtrength andriches, | 

It is beſides the to diſpute, whether the eſkate of the go 
uernement here bee a Democtaric, t Ariltoc ratic,, fox what- 
(oeuct it ber, being conlidered in it ſelfe certapne it is; that in — 


ſpect ol the whole Kealne,L ondon is but a Citizen, and no Citie, 
a Wbiec and na fret eſtate, an obedienciarie , and no place indow- 
ed with any diſtind oz abſolute po wer, foz it is gorerned by the 
lam law that the reſt of the Realme ia, both in cauſcs Criminall, \, 
and Ciuill, a few enſtomes onely excepted, which alſo are to bee 
adiudged,o2 foztudged by the common law. And in the aſſembly 

of the eſtates of our Realme( which we call Parliament) they are 
but a member of the Comminaltie , and ſend two Burgeſſes foz 
they; Citie, as cucrie pooze 1Bozough doth,andtwo knights foz 
their Countie as euery other ſhyze doth , and are as ſtraightly 
bound by ſuch lawes as any part of the Realme ia, foz il cantribu⸗ 
tion in ſubſidie of money to the Pzince bee decre&d.the Londoners 
bane none exemption, no not ſo much as to aſſeſſe theniſeines : foz 
the pztnce doth appoint the Commiſſioners, 

Tf Souldiers muſt bemuſtered, Londoners haue no law to 
keepe themſelues at home, if pꝛouſion foz the P2unces houſholde 
be to bee made, their goods are not pziuiledged. In ſumme there- 
te, the gouernment of London differeth not in ſubſtance, but in 
ceremonie from the reſt of the realme, as namely, in the names 


And yet in theſe alſo are they to be controlled by the alllaw: 
foz by the ſtatutes 28, E. 3. Chap.10, and 1. H. 4. Chap. . the 
points of their miſgouernment ars inquirable by the inhabitants 
of the Fozren ſhyꝛes adiopning and puniſhable by ſuch Juſtictars 
as the ſhall thereunto depute, to conclude therefoze the e⸗ 
ſtate of London foz gouernement is ſo agreeable a & 

with the ret, that there is no feare of daungerous dilcozdto enſue 


The multitude (02 whole bodp) of this papulous Citie is two 
wapes to bee confidered,generally, and ſpecially: generally, they 
bee naturall Subleds, a part of the Commons of this Realme, 
and are by birth loꝛ the mot part a mixture of all countries of the 
ſame by blond Gentiemen, Yeomen and ofthe baſeſt ſo;t, with- 
aut diſkinction , and by pzolefſion buſie Bea, and trauellets (3 
their lining in the be of this conungn wealth, but ſpectally con- 
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ſidered, they tonſiſt of theſe thac parts, 
men, and Labourers Marchandiſe 


Parchantes, Handicrafts 
is allo dinided into theſe thꝛer 
— de the hd eta ot: and 
carried in and ont auet the Seas, Inuection by the which com- 
modities are gathered into the Citie, and diſperſedfrom thence in- 
tothe Countcey by lande and negottatien, which J may call the 

ng ol a retapling oz ſtanding ſhop. Jn common ſpech they 
of the fir fozt be called Parchantes, andboth the other Retap- 
lers. Handicratts men bee thoſe whtch do ererciſe ſuch artes as re- 
quire both labour and cuming. as Coldſnithes , Taplozs, and 
Haberde ſhers, Skinners, xc. Labourers and ings. I call 
thoſe m operz non artes emuntur, as Tullic ſayeth, of 
whichſe2t be Pozters, Carmen, Uatermen, ec. Againe theſe 
ther (oztex map be conſtered,cpther in reſpec of their wealth, oz 
number in wealth Barchants, and ſome of the chtefe Retaylers 
haue the firſt pixce : the moſt part of Retaplers, and all artiſicers: 
the ſecond oz meai*2 place, and Hpzelings the loweft roome : but 
in number thep of the middle place, be ſirſt, and doe ſarre ercede 
both thereſt - Þyzclings be next, and Marchantes ber the laſt, 
Now, out of this, that the eſtate of Loudon, in the perſons of the 
Citizens, is ſs friendly enterlaced, and knit in league with the reſt 
ol the Realme, not onely at their beginning by birth and bloud as 
I baue ſhewed, but alſo verie commonly at their ending by life and 
conuerſation (fo: that Parchantes and rich men being ſatilfped 
with gaine doe fo; the moſt part) marry they Childzen into the 
Countrey,and conuey'themſelnes after Ciceroes counſel, V cluti 
ex portu in agros & poſſc{sjones : I doe referre that there is not 
onelyno danger towardes the common quiet thereby, but alſo 
great occaſion and cauſe of good lout and amitie: ont of this, that 
they be generally bent to trauell,and doe flie pouertie, per mare, 
per ſaxa, per ignes,as the Poet fayeth, I dzawhope; that they 
tall eſcape the note of many vices, which idlz people do fall into. 
And out ofthis, that they bee a great multitude , and that pet 
the greateſt part of them be neyther too rich noz tos pooze, but doe 
liue in the mediocritie. J conclude with Atiſtotſe, that the ince 
nerde ih not to leare ſedition by them, fo; thus ſapth hee. Magne 
vibes, magis ſunt a ſeditione liberz, quod in eis gy 
medio- 
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mediocritas, nam in paruis nihil medium eſt, ſunt enim ome 
nes vel pauperes vel opulenti. I am now to come to the 
firength and power ofthis Cittie, which conſiſteth partly in the 
munber of the Cittizens themſelues, whereof I bane ſpoken ber- 
foze, partly in their riches, and in their wariike furniture, foz as 
touching the lkrength of the peece it ſeife, that is apparant to the 
eye. and therefoze is not to be treated of. 

The wealth and warlicke furniture of London, is epther pub- 
licke oꝛ pꝛiuate, 4 nodoubt the common treaſure carmot be much 
there, ſeeing that the reuenew which they daue hardly ſufficeth to 
mamtaine their bꝛidge and Condutts, and to pap their Officers 
and ſeruautes. Their Colle doth not any moze then pay their Fee 
Farme,that they pay to the inte. Their I ſſues fo2 default of 
Appearances be neuer leuied, and the pzofites of their Courtes of 
Inffice, do goe to particular mens handes. Argumentes hereof 
be theſe two, one that they can do nothing ol extraoꝛdinarie charge 
without a generall contribution: an other that they haue ſuffered 
ſuch, as hane bozne the chiefe office amongſt them, and were be- 
tome Bankrupt to depart the Cittie, without reliefe, wbich J 
think theynepther would no2 could haue done, i the common tre- 
ture hadſufficed to couer their ſhame, hereof therefoze we nerd not 
be afcaide, Che publike armour and mumition of this Citty re- 
mayneth in the Hals of the Companies, as it doth t oughout the 
whole Kealme, foz a great part in the Parriſh churches, nepthcr 
ls that kept together, but onely fo; obedience tothe law, which 
commandeth it, and therefoze if that th:eaten daunger to the eſtate 
it may by another law bee taken from them, and committed to a 
moze ſafe Armourie. 

Lhe p:taate riches of London, reſteth ch:eflp in the handes of 
the Parchantes and Retaylers,fo2 Artificers' haue not much to 
ſpare, and Labourers haue neete that it were ginen vnto them, 
Now how neceſſarie and ſeruiceable the eſtate of Parchandiſe is 
to this realme, it may partly appeare by the pꝛadiſe of that peace- 
able, politike and rich Pzince king Henry the ſeanenth,of wzome 
Polidore (waiting bis life )ſapeth thus: Mercatores ille ſzpe+ 
numero pecunia multa data gratuito iuuabat, vt mercatura 
ars vna omrium cunctis æque mortalibus tum —

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receſſaria, in — regno — efſer. by the 
meſtimable commotities that grow thereby : foz But evity knoweth 
not that we haue extreame nee de of many thinges, whercof foz- 
tame Countries haue great ſtoꝛe, and that wee map ſpare many 
thinges whereofthep haue neede : oz who is ignoꝛ ant of this that 
wee haue no mines of ſiluer 02 golde within our realme : ſo that 
the encreaſe of our copne and Bull oine commeth frcm elſe where, 
and pet neuertheleſſe we be beth fed, clad, and other wiſe ſerued 
with fozraine commodities and delightes,as plentifull as with our 
domeſticall: which thing commeth to paſſe by the meane of Bar- 
chandiſe onely, which umpoꝛteto neceſſaries from other Countries, 
and expo2tcth the ſuperſiuities of our own, F a ſeing wee haut 
no wap to encreaſe our treaſure by mincs of gold, oʒ ſiluer at home 
ano can haue nothing withont money ca ware from other coun- 
tries abzoad,it followeth receCſarily,that il wee follow the counſel 
of that good olde huſband Marcus Cato, ſaping, Oportet patrem 
familias vendacem elle,non emacem, and doe carrie moze com- 
modities in value ouer the ſeas, then we bzing bether from thence: 
that then the Realme ſhall receiue that ouerplus in money : but if 
we bzing from beyond the ſeas marchandiſe of moze value then 
that which we do ſend ouer may counteruaile, then the Realme 
papeth foz that ouerplus in ready money, and conſequently is a 
looſer by that ill huſbandzie: and therefoze in this part great and 
heedefull regard muſt be had that dy mmetria and due pꝛopoꝛtion 
be kept, leaſt otherwiſe epther the Realme bee defrauded of her 
treaſure,oz tue ſubiecescozrupted in vanitie,bp exteſſſue impoꝛta · 
tion of ſuperfluous and needles Barchandize,oz els that wee fele 
penurie, euen in our greateſt ꝑlentie and ſtoze by ummoderate er- 
pozration of our own needfull commodities, Other the benefites 
that marchandiſe bzingeth, tall hereafter appeare in the general 
recitall of the commodities that come by London, and ther-:fo:e 
it refteth that 3 ſyeake a wozd of Retaplozs, and finally ſhewe 
that much good groweth by them both, Che chicle part of Re- 
tapling, is but a hardmaide to marchandiſe, diſperſing by 
meale, that which theanarchant bzingeth in grolſe:of which trade 
Haherdaſhera, 


al luch as ſell wares growing oz made beyond the 
leas, and therefoze ſo long as arthandiſe it ſeite ſhalbe p:offtable 
and ſuch pꝛopoꝛtion kept as neyther we looſe our treaſure thereby 
noꝛ be cloped with vnneceſſary foꝛrain wares, this kind of Retai- 
ung is to be retaynꝛd allo. 

Now that archantes and Retaylozs of London be very rich 
and great, it is ſo farre from anyharme, that it is a thing both 
p:apſe woꝛthy and p2ofitable ; foz Mercatura (ſapeth Cicero) ſi 
tenuis elt, ſordida putanda eſt, ſin magna ell et copioſa non 
cit vituperaoda. And truely Barchants and Retaylars doe not 
altogether intus Cane«c,and pzofit themſelues only,fo2 the pzince 
and realme both are enriched by their riches : the realme winneth 
treaſure,iftheir trade be ſo moderated by autho2ity, that it bꝛeake 
not pꝛopoꝛtion, t they beſides beare a good fleece, which the pzince 
map ſheare when ſher ſeth god. 

But here befoze I conclude this part, E baue ſhoꝛtly to aun⸗ 
ſwere the accuſation of thoſe men, which charge London with the 
loſſe and decay of many( oꝛ moſt)o? the auncient Cittics, Coꝛpo⸗ 
rate Zowncs and markets within this Realme,by dꝛa wing fro 
them to her ſelſe alone, ſay they, both all trade of traff:que by ſea, 
and the retayling of Wares, and exerciſe of Pannall Artes alſo, 
Touching Nauigation, which J muſt confefſe, ts apparantly de- 
caped in mary pozt townes and flouriſheth oneip oz chiefly at Lõ⸗ 
don, I impute that partly to the fall of the Staple, the which be⸗ 
ing long ſince a great trade,and beſtowedſometimes at one town 
and ſometunes at another within the realme, did much enrich the 
place where it was, and being now not onely diminiſhed in foꝛce, 
but alſo tranflatcd ouer the ſeas, cannot but bʒing lome decay with 
it, partly,to the empap2ing of hanens, which in many places haue 
empoueriſhed thoſe townes, whole eſtate doth ebbe ant flow with 
them, and partly to the diNolution of religious houſcs, by whoſe 
wealth andhaunt, many of thoſe places were chicflp fedde and 
nouriſhed, I meane not to rehearſe particular cramples of cucry 
ſo2t : fo2 the thing it ſelle (peaketh , and J haſt to an ende: As 
fo: Retaplers therefo2e,and Bandicraftes men, it is no maruaile 
if they abandon Countrie Townes, and reſozt ta Lon foz 
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not onely the Court, which is now a dayes much greater 6 moꝛe 
gallant then in fozmer times, and which was wonte to bee con- 
tented to remame with a (mall compante, ſomeftmes at an Abbey 
02 Pꝛioꝛie, ſometimes at a Biſhops houſe, and ſometimes at ſome 
meane Mann of the kings own, is now fo; the moſt er 
abiding at London oz clſe ſoneare vnto it, that the pꝛouiſton of 
thinges moſt fit fo it, may eaſily be fetched from thence: but alſo 
by cccaſion thereof, the Gentlemen of all ſhires do flie,and flocke 
to this Citty, the yonger ſozt of them to ſee and ſhew vanity, and 
the elder to ſaue the coſt and charge of Hoſpitality, and houſe ke- 
ping. Fo2 hereby it commeth to paſſe that the Gentlemen bee- 
ing eyther fo2 a good poꝛtion of the yeare out of the Countrie, 02 
playing the Farmours, Graſiars, Bzewers 02 ſuch like, moze 
then Gentleman were wont to doe within the Countrie, Retay- 
lers and Artificers, at the leaſt offuch thinges as pertaine to the 
backe 02 belly, do leaue the Countrie townes, where there is no 
vent, and do flie to London, where they beſureto finde ready and 
quicke market. And pet q wiſh, that euen as many Townes in 
the Low countries of king Philips doe ſtand ſome by one handy 
arte, and ſome by an other: ſo alſo that it might be pꝛouided here 
that the making of ſome things, might (by diſcreete diſpenſation) 
be allotted to ſome ſpectall townes, to the end, that although the 
daintineſſe of men cannot be reſtrapned, witch will needes ſeeke 
thoſe thinges at London, pet other places alſo might be relieued, 
at the leaſt by the W ozkemanſhip of them, 

Thus much then of the eſtate of London, in the gonernment 
thereof, in the condition of the Citttzens, and in their po wer and 
riches. Now follow the enumeration of ſuch benefites,as redound 
tothe Pꝛinte and this Realme by this Citty : Jn which doing I 
pꝛoleſſe not torchearſe all,but onely to recite and runne ouer the 
chiefe and pꝛincipall of them. 

Beſides the commodities of the furtherance ofReligion, and 
Juſtice : The pzopagation of Learning: The mataiermance of 
artes: {The increaſe of riches,and the defence of Countries (all 
which are befoze ſhewed to grow generally by Cities, and be com- 
mon to — .

By atuantage of the ſcitnation it tiſperſeth fozraine Wares, 
(as the itomacke doth meat / to all the members moſt commodi- 
ouſly, 

vßthe Benefite of the rtuer of Thames; and greate trade of 
DParchandize, it (3 the chiefe maker of Harrincrs, and Nurſe of 
our R ante and ſhips (as men know) bee the wodden Walles foz 
defence of ourrealme, 

It maintaineth in flouriſhing eſtate,the courtrics of Nozfolke, 
Suffolke,CMcr,Rent and Suſſex, which as they lie in the face of 
cur moſt puiſſant netghbeur, ſo onght they aboue others, to bee 
conſcrued in the greateſt ſtrength and riches : and theſe, as it is 
well knowne, ſtandnot ſo much by the benefite of their own ſoile, 
as by the neighbourhood and nearenes which they haue to Londõ. 

It releueth plentifullte, and with good policie, not onely her 
owne pooꝛe people, a thing which ſcarſcly any other Towne oz 
ſhire doth, but alſo the pooze that from each quarter of the Realme 
doe flocke vnto it, and it imparteth liberally to the neteſſitie of the 
Untucrſities beſides, It is an oznament to the realm by the be au⸗ 
tie thereof,and a terroz to other countries by reaſon of the greate 
welth and frequencie. Jtſpzeateth the honour of our Countrie far 
abꝛoad bp her ſong nauigations, and makety sur power fearcd, e- 
uen of barbarous Pzinces, Jt only is ſtozed with rich Parchants 
which ſoꝛt onely is tollerable : foz beggarlie Parchantes do byte 
too neare,and will do moꝛe harme then good to the Realm. 

It onely ofanp place in thts realme is able to furniſh the ſodaine 
neceſſity with a ſtrong armie. It auayleth the pzince in Tronage, 
— and other her cuſtomes, much moze then all the reſt of 

realme. 

It yceldeth a greater Subſidie then any one part of the rralme, 
I mcane not foz the pzopoztion of the value of the goodes onelie, 
but alſo foz the faithful ſeruice there vſed, in making the aſſefſe, 
fo; no whers elſe bee men taxed  ncare to their iuſt value 
as in London: yea manp are found there, that foz their 
countenance and credite ſake, refuſe not to bee rated a- 
haue their abilitie, which thing neuer tapneth avzoade in the 
coun? 
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country. J omit that in ancient time, the inhabftants of London t 
other Cities, were accuſtomably taxed after the tenth of their 
goods, when the tountrie was aſſeſſed at the fifteenth, and rated 
at the vii j. when the countrt* was ſet at the rii.foz that were to a⸗ 
wake a ſleeping Dogge, and J ſhould be thought dicenda, tacen· 
da, locutus, as the Poet ſatd. a 

It onely doth and is able to make the Pꝛinte a readie pꝛeſt oz 
loane of money. | 

It onely is found fit and able to entertaine ſtrangers honoura⸗ "i 
blie,andto retetue the P2ince of the Realme wozthily.

nation of ſuch cauſes as haue heretofore mout d the 
Princes, either to fine and ranſome the Citizens of 
Loudon,or to ſeize the Libertics of the 
Citty it ſelſe. 


Heſe all may be reduced to theſe few heads: 
fo: epther the Citizens haue adbeared, in 
aide 02 armes, to ſuch as haue warred vp- 
onthe Pyince:oꝛ they haue made tumult, 
and bꝛoken the common peace at home oꝛ 
they baue miſbehaued themſelues in point 
> 7 of gotrrnment and tuſtice: oz finally, and 
— => A toſprake the plane truth, the pꝛinces haue 
taken hold of ſmall matters, and copned good ſununes of money 
ont of them, 

Co the firſt head J \pillreferre whatſoever they haue done ei⸗ 
ther in thoſe warres that happened betweene king Stephen and 
Maude the Empzeſſe,being - 1 wake the crowne: 03 bee⸗ 
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tweene king lohn and bis nobles aſſiſting Lewes the French 
kings ſanne when he inuaded the Kealme: faz it is apparent by all 
Hiſtoziea, that the Londoners were not the mouers of theſe wars, 
but were onely ved as inſtruments to maintapne them. The like 
is to be ſaid of all the offences that king Henry the third, whoſe 
whole raigne was a continuall warlart conceiued againſt this Ci- 
ty, concerning the bearing of Armour againſt him-foz the firſt part 
of his raigne was ſpent in the continuation of thoſe warres that 
bis father had begun with Lewes. And the reſt ol his life he beſtow- 
ed in that contention, which was commonly call-d th: Barons 
warres. In which Tragedy London, as it could nut be other wiſe, 
bad now and then a part, and had many a ſnub at the kings hand 
fo it. But in the end when he had triumphed ouer Si on Mounts 
ford at Eueſham, London felt it moſt tragicall: fo: then hee both 
ſeyſed their liberties, and ſucked themſelues dꝛie: and yet Ed ictum 
Kenelwott h, made ſhoꝛtly after, hath an honourable teſtimonie 
fo; La on, ſaping, Te London laudamus, &c. As fo: the other of- 
fences that he tooke againſt the Londoners,thep pertaine to the o 
ther parts of my diuiſion. 

Hext after this, againſt whom the Londoners did put on armes, 
followeth king Edward the ſecond, whointhe end was depꝛʒiued 
ol his kingdome not by their meanes but by a generall defection, 
both ol his owne wife and ſonne, and almoſt of the whole Nobtlity 
and Realme beſides, Jn whichtrouble.that furious aſſault, and 
laughter committed by them vpon the Biſhop of Exteſter, then 
Treaſurer of the Kealme,is to be imputed,partip to the ſway of 
the time where with they were carried, and partly to a pꝛiuate diſ- 
pleaſure which they had to the Biſhop. 

Finally commeth tohandKing Richard the ſecond: fo; theſe 
thzee onelp in all the Catalogue of our kings, haue beene heaute 
Loꝛdes to London, who allo had much contention with his Nobts 
litie, and was in the enddepoſed. But whatſoeucr countenance 
and aide the Citie of London bzaught tothe warres and vpꝛoʒes 
of that time it is notoꝛioully true that London neuer led the dance, 
but ever followed the pipe of the Nobilitie, - To cloſe vp this firſt 
part therefoze J aftirme, that in all the troubleſome actions daring 
the raigne of theſe thzee kings. as alla in all that heaumg in, x - 
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ling out, that afterward happened betweene king H. che firt, and 
king Edward the fourth, the City of London was many times a 
friend and fauto2,but neuer the firſt motine e authoz of any inte- 
tine warre oꝛ ſedition. 

In the ſecond room. place a couple of tumultuous affrayes: 
That chauncedin the dates ol king R-the firſt, the one vpon the day 
of his Cozonation againſt the Je wes, which contrary to the kings 
owne pꝛoclamation, would needes enter the Church koſee him ſa⸗ 
cxed g were therefoze cruelly handled by the common people. The 
other was cauſedby William with the long beard. who after that 
be had inflamed the pooꝛe people againſt the richer ſozt, and was 
talled to anſwere fo2 bis fanlt,tooke Bow church foz Sancuary, 
and kept it Caſtle like, till he was fiered ont. 

Here is place alſo fo the ſtoning to death of a Gentleman, ſer- 
uant to the halle bzother of king Henry the third, which bad befo:e 
pꝛouoked the Citizens to fury, by wounding divers of them with- 
out any cauſe 1 2 5 7, fo2 the riotous fray betweene the ſeruantes of 
the Gold@nithes and the Taylozs, 1 268, fo2 the hurly burly and 
bloodſhed betweene the Londoners and the men of Weſtminſter, 
moued by the youngmon vpon an occaſion of a wꝛeſtung on Samt 
Iames dap, 122. and made wozſe by one Conſtantine an anti- 
ent Citizen foz the bꝛaule and buſineſſe that aroſe about a Bakers 
loafe at Saliſbury place 2 3 9 1 .fo2 the which and ſome other mil- 
demeano2s king Richard the 2.was ſo incenſed by cutll counſeil 
againſt the Londoners, that he determined to deſtroy them, x raze 
their Citie, and fo2 the fight that was bet weene the citizens 4 ſanc- 
tuary men of S. Martins 1494 under king Henry the ſirt. And fi- 
nally foz the miſrule on euill May day 1519. and foz ſuch other like 
if there haue beene any. 

To the third head may bereferred the ſeiſer of their liberties, fo; 
a falſe tudgement giuen againſt a pooze widdsw, called Margaret 
Viel, 1246 The 2.ſcueral ſeiſers in one peare 125 8.foz ſalſepack- 
ing in collections of maney and other enoꝛmities: And finally the 
ſeiſer made by king Edward the firſt fo; taking of bzibes of the Ba 
kers 1285. But all this ſecut ity in ſeiſing and reſuming of the. li⸗ 
—_ „ 
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was at length inttigated by king Ld ward the tbird, and king Hen 
ry the fourth in their ſtatutes beſoze remembʒed 

In the laſt place ſtandthole affences, which J repute rather ta- 
ken then giuen,and do fall withinthe meaſure of the adage, vt ca- 
nem cædas, cito inuenias baculun: ſoʒ king lohn in the tenth of 
bis raigne depoſed the Baltliffes of Londs, becauſe they had bought 
vn the wheatein the market,ſo that there was not to ſerue his 
Purueþers.-King Henry the third his forme compelled the Lon- 
doners to pap him oo. l. betauſe they had lent to Lewes the 
French, the like ſunume,of a good mind to dilpatch him out of their 
Citie and the realme,at ſuch tune as the Þ;oteco2 and the whole 
Nobllitie fell toc with with him foz his departure. And 
the ſame king finedthemat thzee thouſand markes, foz the eſcape 
of a pziſoner out of Newgate,of whame they tooke no charge foz 
be was a Clarke, pziſoner to the Bilhop of i ondon, vnder the cu- 
ſtody ol bis owne ſernants,and as foz the place,it was onely boz- 
P rowed of the Londoners to ſerue that turne. Hitherto of theſe
